Woods Like Scared Boast—A

It Is reported than Ed. Phillips, the 


murderer who escaped from the slier- 
Ill of Lincoln county at Ik-afford.1 unc- 
tion last spring, is still In this part 
of the country. 
Henry Armstrong 


and John Lawler, woodsmen, who 
have been working In one of Langley 
& Alderson's camps near Star Lake, 
were In'the city Saturday and told a 
story regarding having met and con- 
versed with Phillips. 


The men were out hunting a week 


ago last Sunday. When about three 
miles from camp they heard a loud 
noise In the underbrush and thought 
a deer to be approaching. They were 
startled, however, to see a half naked 
man emerge from the brush and 
beckon to them. 
Approaching the 


stranger, he asked If they could pro. 
euro him something to eat. He said 
that he had killed a man and had 
roamed the woods for months evad- 
ing the olllcers. He had subsisted 
nearly all this time on porcupine 
flesh and roots. He was In a weak 
state and said that he could not sur- 
vive much longer. The men say that, 
Phillips appeared half crazed and at 
every sound, started like a scared 
animal. His clothing was literally 
torn to shreds and the ucper portion 
of his body was a mass of cuts and 
bruises caused from contact with the 
underbrush. He Is a physical wreck. 
The men' were touched by 1'hllllp's 
deplorable condition and Armstronw 
Hurried back to camp and secured 
him some' food.

made a license therefor shall be Iss- 
ued and granted to such person, firm 
or corporation, as provided by law. 


Section 4. The license provided fo 


in this article shall be Issued to tin 
person, firm or corporation so paying 
such licence fee in the manner and 
as provided by law. 


Section C. This ordinance shall 


in full force and effect from and al 
ter Its passage, approval and publlca 
tlon.

er In ibis City, who or which sells, or 
expose for sale, any goods, wares or 
merchandise and who or which shall 
advertise, represent and hold forth 
that the sale thereof Is an Insurance, 
bankrupt, Insolvent, .assignee, trus- 
tee, estate, executor, administrator, 
receiver, job lot or closing out sale> or 
sale of goods, wares or merchandise 
damaged by smoke, fire, water or 
otherwise, or that by reason of finan- 
cial or other special or peculiar cir- 
cumstances, such goods wares or 
merchandise will be disposed of for 
less than their real value, shall, be- 
fore 
commencing or advertising a 


sale thereof, pay Into the city treas- 
ury a licence fee of five dollars per 
day during which such sale or offer- 
ing tor sale of said goods shall 
con-
